The INTRODUCTION, 


N all the black Catalogne of Sins com- 
mitted in the World, there is none 
that, the Juſtice of GO D- has ſo vi- 
ſibly witneſſed againſt, and brought 

*em here to jult and deſerved Puniſhment, 

as that barbarous and execrable Sin of Mur- 

ther ; which is the Defacing the Image of 

God in Man, whom he created after his own 

B __ 
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Likeneſs. *Tis true, that Image original- 
ly conſiſted in Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, 
which our firſt Parents, through the Tem« 
ptations of Satan, defaced and ſpoiled, by 
their Eating the Forbidden Fruit :; Yet ſtill 
their. is ſomething of the Image of GOD 
remaining in Man ; and the Humane Na- 
ture is dignify'd even above the Angelical, 
becauſe it has been aſſumed by the Divine 
Nature, and united to it by an inſeparable 
Union, in the Perſon of the Ever-bleſſed 
TESUS. And fince our Souls are no other 
than the infuſed Breath of the Almighty, 
who is alone the Lord of Life and Death, 
it 1s not lawful for any Perſon to take away 
our Lives, unleſs ourſelves: have forfeited 
them to the Juſtice of the Law; and there- 
fore has the Law of GOD, and the Laws 
of Men alſo, in all civiliz'd Nations, made 
a Fence about them. And it is not without 
Reaſon ; for ſo much has the Devil work*d 
upon the Corruption and Depravity cf our 
Natures, that Murder was one of the firſt 
Sins committed in the World ; poor inno- 
cent Abel, falling by the barbarqus Hands of 
his inhamane Brother Cajn ; who thought 
himſelf ſecure from a Diſcovery, becauſe 
there was no Eye to witneſs it; and was fo 
- confident of the Concealment of his Villa- 
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ny, that. he. had the Front to: deny it even 
to GOD himfelf: But there is no Cover- 
ing ſo dark, or Veil fo thick, to hide from 
his All-ſeeing/Eye : And tho? Abel was ſtruck 
dumb, yet his immolated Blood cry'& loud 
to. Heaven for Vengeance : *Tis true, it 
ſeemed-good to rhe Almighty to ſpare then 
that:'Marderer's Life ; yet laid upon him ſo 
greata Mark of his Diſpleaſure, that wretch- 
ed Cain exy'd out, His Puniſhment was more 
than he could bear. And moſt are of Opi- 
nion.that, that Mark that GOD is ſaid to 
ſet-upon him, that none might Kill him, was 
that Deſpair and Horror of his Conſcience 
that never ſuffer'd him to be at reſt. And 
yet this horrid Sin of Murther ſo prevail'd 
in his accurſed Race, that in a few Years 
after, it brought an over-flowing Deluge on 
the World; for GO D himſelf to Noah af- 
ſigns this as the Cauſe of that tremendous 
Judgment, That the Earth was filPd with 
Cruelty. And after the Flood, GOD was 
pleaſed to make early Proviſion againſt this 
Sin of Murther ; ordaining, as a perpetual 
and everlaſting Law , That whoſo ſheddeth 
Mar's Blood, by Man ſhall bis Blood be ſhed; 
rendring this alſo as! the Reaſon of it, 
That Man 1s made in the Image of G O Dy 
Gen, 9. 6, And this is alſo one of the Ten 
"<< Come 
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Commandments, given-from GO D by Mo- 
ſes to. the Children of 1ſrael, Thou ſhalt not 
kill. 

And yet, notwithſtanding theſe Expreſs 
Precepts, for the ſecurity of our Lives, ſuch 
is that Atheiſm and Infidelity that is lodgd 
in the hearts of the Children of Men, 'that 
the Devil oft-times prevails upon'them-to 
commit this Barbarous and Execrable'Sin ; 
encourag'd thereto by a fond Conceit that it 
ſhall neer be known.; But, Reader, in the 
following Narrations thon wilt find how oft 
they have deceir*d themſelves therein, and 
how unexpectedly and ſurpriſingly they have 
been brought to light, and 'puniſh'd 'for 
them, when they thonght of nothing' leſs ; 
and the Finger of G OD has viſibly point- 
ed *em out, and diſcoverd *em ; that thoſe 
that read the following Relations may and 
muſt from thence conclude,-that *tis in vain 
for ſuch to hope for a Concealment ; ſince,as 
Solomon ſays in another:caſe, The Birds in 
the Air will find it out, and that which 
hath wings will diſcover the matter. 

The reading hereof, I doubt nor, wiil 
be very affecting to the Reader, and: the 
Trath contained in them is unqueltionable; 
many-of them being well known to the An- 
ther, and moſt of them ſuch as never were 
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before in Print: And the reſt ſuch as are 
not | collected out of approved Authers, and ve.

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NARRATION-T: 


HAT the City of Dzblin.is the Me- 
| tropolis-of the Kingdom of Jreland, 
where the Government reſides, and 
where the Courts of Judicature and Terms 
* are kept, is very well known unto all : In the 
Year 1657, Henry Cromwel, the youngeſt Son | 
to Oliver (then Lord-ProteQor of England ) 
being then Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, two 
Perſons living at, or near Belfa#t, a Town

this fide Drogheaa, and ſixteen Miles diſtant 
from Dublin + they lay in that Town at the 
Poſt-maſter's Houſe; and, as ſoon-as they 
came in,' gave their Portmanteau's to their

- But that Diſcourſe being wav'd, 
1g j inalittle time the Company broke up: And 
n | one of *em, which happen'd to be a Carpen- 
It JF ter, went to Bed, and was lodg'd in the next 
le | Room to that where the two Strangers lay ; 
the Carpenter, having been drinking hard, 
quickly fell aſleep; but was awak'd out of 
B 4 it 
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it by an unuſual Noſe in the next Chamber, 
where he alſo perceiv'd a Light ; this caus'd 
him to riſe out of his Bed, and peep thro” 
the Chinks at which the Light came in, ta 
ſee what the matter was; but it had been 
better for him he had lain ſtill : For he there 
ſaw ſeveral Folks holding, and cutting one 
of the Strangers Throats, and a. Woman 
holding a Baſon, into which the Blood ran, 
from the Wound they had made : This bar- 
barous Cruelty put the poor Carpenter in- 
to ſuch a Fright, that he could not forbear 
crying out, at the Surprize he was in. His 
crying out gave the Alarm to the Murther- 
ew», who ſtrait came into his Chamber, and 
taking him with them into the other, he 
there ſaw one Man lie dead, and the other 
bound and gagg'd ; at which he was not a 
little afrighted, - fearing himſelf ſhould be 
quickly ſerved in the ſame manner ; but 
they - bid him be of good heart, for they 
would do him no Hurt, but intended that 
he ſhould come in as a Sharer with them 
in the Booty they were to have: and to 
make ſure of him, they told him it muſt be 
lijs turn to cut the Throat of him that was 
gagg'd and hound, "This hard Condition 
the Carpenter was very unwilling to ac- 
cept 3 bur they poſitively told him, That 
4 ; un- 
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unleſs he preſently did it, they would cut 
his Throat ; for they had already begun, 
and there was now no gving back. The 
poor. Carpenter being in this ſtrait, unwilk- 
lingly became the other Man's Execution+ 
ner, cutting his Throat (gagg'd as he was) 
whilſt they held him, not ſuffering him to 
ſpeak one word : This bloody Work being 
over, they remov*'d the Bodies of the mur- 
ther?d Men, burying them- underneath a 
Dunghil in the Back-ſide ; and ſo likewiſe 
they did the Horſes, whom they alſo kill'd. 
After this, they ſhar'd the Mony in their 
Portmantneau's, and gave' the Carpenter 
forty Shillings for his Share: And then the 
Popiſh Prieſt, (who was the chief of theſe 
Murtherers) caus*d each of *em to take an 
Oath, by which they bound themſelves to 


| Secrecy, upon. pain of Eternal Damnation ; 


giving them alſo that which he call d the Sa- 
crament as a ſtronger Tye upon them, to con- 
ceal their Villany : And thus they thonght 
they had made all ſure. The AQors of this 
barbarous Tragedy werethe Poſt-malter and 
his Wife, a Coach-man and his Wife, the 
Oſtler, the Poſt-boy, and the Popiſh P1ieſt, 
and art laſt the Carpenter. The two myur- 
ther'd Men were mils'd and: lamented by 
their Friends and Relations ;: but without. 
know- 
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knowing what became of them. And the 
Murtherers made themſelves merry with the 
Price of Blood, not doubting but they had 
well 'enough-ſecur*d themſelves from being 
Diſcover'd. 

But,alas ! how does the Devil befool Men ? 
Is there any place where the Workers of 
Iniquity can hide themſelves from Heav'n's 
All-piercing Eye? No, no; it is in vain to | 
think it : For however for a time they may 
Eſcape, yet in the end, their Sin will ſure- 
ly find them out; as the Sequel will make 
manifeſt : For the poor Carpenter (who 
was but an involuntary Murderer) was con- 
tinually haunted with the Guilt of that 
bloody Fatt; inſomnch that he could never 
be at reſt; and about two Years afterwards, 
being at a place call'd Colerain, in the North 
of Ireland, and working there, he would be 
often talking to himſelf, and ſaying, That 
he ſhould certainly be damn'd, for he was a 
- Murderer, and no Murderer could have E- 
ternal Life, with ſeveral other ſuch-like Ex- 
preſſions : Which being over-heard by ſome 
of his Fellow-workmen, they reſolved to ac- 
quaint a Conſtable with it, and fo have him 
apprehended and examined ; which they ac- 
cordingly:did ; and being brought before a 


. Juſtice, and ask'd the reaſon of thoſe Ex- 
preſſions 
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preſſions he had been heard to uſe; he de- 
{ir?d of the Juſtice to know, Whether it was 
lawfol for a Man to dilcover that which he 
had bound himſelf with an Oath, upon pain 
of Eternal Damnation, never to reveal ? 
The Juſtice told him, That if it was a wick- 
ed thing he had ſo promisd to conceal, his 
promiſing to conceal it did agravate his 
Crime, and his keeping of that Promiſe did 
ſo much more ;- telling him, That there was 
no hope of Mercy for him, but by breaking 
of that Promiſe, and confeſling of his Sin ; 
alledging that Text in the Proverbs, He 
that covereth his Sins ſhall not proſper ;, but be 
that confeſſeth and forſaketh them ſhall find Mey- 

Upon this, the poor Wretch, with a- 
bundance of Tears, confeſt the whole black 
Tragedy before related, with all the parti- 
cular Circumſtances mentioned ; adding, 
That he both knew he deſerv*d to Die, and 
was allo willing Juſtice ſhould be executed 
upon him : for that his Life-had been a Bur- 
then to him ever lince. The Juſtice forthwith 
committed him to Priſon; and took care to 
ſend to. Dublin to have the relt of the Aﬀors 
in this bloody Tragedy ſecur'd, before the 
News of this Man's Confeſſion ſhould come 
to their Ears: This was ſo prudently ma- 
nag*d, that it was happily perform'd ; and 
they 
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they were all ſecur'd, when they thought all 
the Danger had been over : Upon the News 
of their being apprehended and impriſon'd, 
the Carpenter was convey'd to Dublin, and 
ſoon after had before the Mayor to Confront 
the other Criminals, who all with great Con- 
fidence denyed it; alledging, That they 
knew, nothing of it, nor that to their. know- 
ledge, they never ſaw the Carpenter before : 
Tho” the Carpenter afftirm'd the whole mat- 
ter to their Faces ; who were thereupon all | 
committed back to Priſon. 

Before the Seſſions, the Relations of the 
two murder*d Perſons having heard of this 
ſtrange Diſcovery of it, came up to Dublin, 
and examin'd the Carpenter as to the time, 
and what manner of Men, and what manner 
of Horſes they had ; which the Carpenter 
an{wer'd to that ſatisfaction, that it left them 
no room to doubt bat that it was their Re- 
lations which had been muder'd. 

When the Seſſions came, they were all 
brought vpon their Tryal, and the Carpen- 
ter was the only poſitive Witneſs 'againſt 
them; but the Circumſtances went far ; for 
the Relations of the murder'd Men affirm'd, 
That they went towards Dublix at that time, 
that they deſign*d to lie that night at Bal- 
ruddery; and that they were ſuch manner of 

| Men, 


| ſtanding which, the Jury brought them afl 


as the only means to.invalidate his Evidence, 
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Men, and their Horſes of ſuch a colour as 
the Carpenter had deſcrib'd. The Polt-ma- 
ſter deny*d any knowledge of it, with the 
greateſt Aſſeverations poſſible ; and delir'd, 
That ſince the'Carpenter had declar*d that 
the Men and Horſes were buried in the Back- 
ſide, under the Dunghil, that ſearch might 
be made in that'place for the Bodies ; whick 
if found, would be a convincing Proof. In 
like manner the. reſt deny?d the Fa&, and 
pleaded their own Innocence. Notwith- 


in Guilty. Before Sentance, the Judge cav- 
ſed ſeveral Perſons to go down to Balrudde- 
ry, and ſearch for the dead Bodies of the 
Menand Horſes, which they did, *but found 
them not. Which the Priſoners mightily 
improv'd as a Proof of their Innocence. But - 
it was generally ſapposd, that being fear- 

ful! of the Carpenter, they might after by Xx 
degrees remove the Bodies to another place, 


However, Sentence of Death paſs'd upon * 
thenr all, - After” which many Learned and * 
Pious Divines came to them in Priſon, las £ 
bouringto' bring them; to a Confeſſion of © 
the Sin for which they were to'die; but to Þ 


no purpoſe.

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Carts provided for that purpoſe : The Gal- 
lows then ſtood at the Welſt-end of the Ci- 
ty on a large Green,- at that/time call'd G#l- 
lows-green : Thither it was the Criminals 
were carried : And the Carpenter that had 
been the Evidence againſt all the reſt, was 
firſt ty*d up and executed; ( they being all 
executed one after another, and not altoge- 
|| ther.) Before the Carpenter's Execution, he 
{/ made this Speech, 


Good People, I am come hither to ſuffer 4 
ſhameful Death, juſtly inflitted upon me for the 
bloody Crime of Murther, of which I do acknow- 
ledge myſelf Guilty ; and for which I hope God 
will pardon me, and waſh away my Blood: guilti- 
neſs with the Blood of my deareft Saviour Jeſus 
Chrift ; and which I beg of you all to pray for me. 
"Tis true, 1 was drawn to commit this Fatt a- 

| gainit my will, even for the ſaving of. my own 
Life; as theſe my Fellow-ſufferers can teſtifue if 
they would - And- it grieves me to the very Soul 
that they ſhould all continue to plead their In- 
wocence, when 1 know, and their own Conſci- 
ences. know, | and (which is more than all )- God 
knows that they are all Guilty, What would be- 
come of me, if 1 ſhould go out of the World with 
a 


The Day- appointed for Execution being 
come, they were carried to the Gallows in 
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a Lie in my Mouth, and bring upon my own Soul 
the Guilt of the Blood of ſo many Perſons as are 
here to ſuffer, if they were not Guilty? 1 call God © 
to witneſs, before whoſe righteous Bar 1 am now 
going to appear, that I have no Prejudice again#t 
their Perſons, and that they never did me any 
hurt in thesr lives, aberwih than by their enga- 
ging me in this barbarous Murther, for which I 
now mu#t juſtly ſuffer ; and wonld not for the 
whole World bring the Guilt of their Blood up- 
on me. And I do further declare, That it was 
only the Horror 1 felt in my own Conſcience. for 


| the ſhedding of that innocent Blood, for which 1 


am now to ſuffer, that cau9d me to reveal it. 
Good People, pray for me, that at this my la#t 
Moment, I may be receiv?d into the Arms of 
Everlaſting Mercy, throngh feſus Chrift, A-

Soon after this, he was turn'd off ; and 
the Sheriff preſently after caus'd the Rope 
to be cut, and the Man taken down, and 
means uſed to bring him to himſelf again ; 
and then was, by the Sheriff and ſome Mi- 
nilters there, exhorted, That ſince he had 
talted ſomething of Death, - and .was as it 
were by a Miracle brought to. Life again, 
he ſhould now declare the Truth, and-not 
wrongfully accuſe ſo many innocent People.

After they had made an end of ſpeaking, 
the poor Man burſt out into Tears, and 
defir?d them for God's ſake to trouble him 
no further, for what he hid already de- 
Clared was the Truth, and he would affirm 

it if he was todie a thouſand times, he could & 
ſay no more than what he had already ſaid, Þ 
That they were all guilty, every one of *em. 

" Some little time after which, he was ty'd # 
up again with a new Cord, and hang? till 
he was dead.

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The next that was ty'd up was the Poſt- 
aſter, who was mightily exhorted by ſe-

de- Snake an ingenious Confeſſion, and Repent 
rm Þefore it was too late: But he conſtantly 
ald Þflirmed his Innatency ; and declaring that 
e ws ſo far from heing concern'd therein, 
xr knowing any thing thereof, that be never 
& much as ſaw the Carpenter to his know- 
edge, before he was apprehended, arid car- 
ied to Priſon ; making (to outward appear- 
iſh =nce) a very godly End. Being quickly 
he Þfter turn'd off, and afterwards quartered, 
the Þs were all the Men except the Carpenter, 
vho was only hang'd and buried. Where- 
as the reſt, had their Quarters lying upon 
her he Gallow's Green for ſeveral Days after. 
70, The two Women, thar is'to ſay, the Polt- 
pas fmnaſter's Wife, and the Coachman's Wife, 
aft Fvere Condemn'd to be burn'd ; and the 
rar PMaterials were brought accordingly : But 
4. Khe Lord-Lieutenant's Lady occafionally paſ- 
ing by to her Houſe at the Phenix, causd 
he Sheriff to ſtop their Execution till ſhe had 
poken with her Lord, of whom ſheobtain'd 
his Mittigation of the Womens Sentence,

meJN the Year 1656, one Mr. Hambleton, a 
cklg 1 wealthy Man, and a-great Trader, li- 
leaving in the the City of Edenboroxgh, in the 
 th{Kingdom of Scorfand, who dealt much with 
; hiffeveral Merchants and Shopkeepers in Lon- 
rie$der, and uſually once in three Years us'd to 
Fhifcome to London to buy Goods, and ro make 
poſjup Accovnts with thoſe he dealt withal ; re- 
folved then, according to his wonted man- 
2Mgncr, totakea Journey to London for the Ends 
Saforeſaid, of which he had given notice to 
his Correfpondents here : It happened that 
one Lieutenant Dick, a Scots-man, was com- 
hicYing up to London about the ſame time, and 
(being accquainted with Mr. Hamblcton, told

Roof ; and by 
degrees, the Stories of his Travellings and 
Sufferings, which he told with much paſſion 
to the aged People, made him their Gueſt 
ſo long by the Kitchin-fire, that the old 
Gentleman bad them good Night, and went 
to Bed ; and ſoon after, his true Stories 
working Compaſſion in the weaker Veſlel, 
ſhe wept, and ſo did be ; but withal, taking 
pity of her Tears, he comforted her with a 
piece of Gold, which gave her aſſurance that 
he deſerv'd a Lodging ; to which ſhe quick- 
ly after bronght him ; and beiag tn Bed, he 
ſhewed her his Wealth, which was girded 
about him.

Soon after this horrid Murder, Holdroyd 
and his Whore, who went by the Name of 
his Wife, and by whom he had three Chil- 
dren, fled iato Freland ; where he thought 
himſelf then ſafe enough, and that he was 
out of the reach of Divine Vengeance; which 
yet he ſhall find will quickly overtake him ;

being then in Dublin one Phebe, who: had 
formerly been a Servant of Mr. Scarr's, 
and ſeeing Holdroyd's reputed Wife wear a 
Gown and Scarlet Petticoat, which he 
knew to be Mrs. Scarr's, information -was 
given thereof to the Magiſtrate, and they 
were both taken up, and ſhe put into one 
Priſon, and he into another ; and he bcing 
examined where he was when Mr. Scarr 
was murdered, and his Houſe bornt, ſaid 
he was thirty Miles diſtant ; but his Whore 
being asked, ſhe ſaid, he was ſick in Bed

| Perry returning that night ; the next morn 
!] _ ing carly Edward Harriſon (William's Son) 
| went towords Charringworth to enquire af- 
ter his Father ; when on the way meeting 
Perry coming thence, and being informed by 
him he was not/fhere, they went togethe 
to Ebrington, a Viligge between Charringwore 
and Campden, - where they were told by one 
Daniel, that Mr. Harriſon calld at his Houſe 
the Evening; before, in his return from 
Charringworth, but ſtajd not. Then they 
went to Paxford, about half a Mile thence, 
where hearing nothing of Mr. Harriſon they 
returned towards Campden; and on the 
way, hearing of a Hat, a Band, and Comb, 
taking up in the High-way , between E- 
brington and Campden, by a poor Woman 
then. Leaſing in 'the Field , they ſought 
her out ; with whom they found the Hart, 
Band,” and Comb, which they knew to be 
Mr. Harriſon's; and being brought by the 
Woman to the place where ſhe found them, 
in the High-way between Ebrington and 
Campaen, near unto a- great Furz-brake, 
they there ſearch for Mr. Harriſon, ſuppo- 
fing.he had been murthered ; the Hat and 
Comb being hack'd and cvt, and the Band 
bloody ; but nothing more could be there 

' found 
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found. The News hereof coming to.Camp- 
den fo_alarm'd the Town, that Men, Wo- 
men and Children haſted out in Mulcitudes, 
to ſearch for Mr: Harriſon's ſuppoſed dead 
Body, but all in vaia. 

n Mr Harriſon's fears for her Husband be- 
ing great, were now much encreaſed : And 
becauſe ſhe had ſent her Servant Perry the 
Evening before, to meet his Maſter, and he 
not returning that night, it cauſed a Suſpi- 
tion that he had robb'd and murthered him; 
and thereupon the ſaid Perry was the next 
day brought before a Juſtice of Peace ; by 
whom being examined both concerning his 
Mafter's abſence, and his own ſtaying outthe 
Night he went to meet him, he gave. this 
Account of-himſelf : That his Miſtreſs ſend- 
ing him to.meet his Maſter between eight 
and nine. of the clock in. the Evening, he 
went down Campden-field towards Charring- 
worth, about a Land's Length, where meet- 
ing one Wiliam Keed of Campden, he ac- 
quainted him with his Errand; and further 
told him, that it growing dark, he was a- 
fraid to go forwards, and would therefore 
return and. fetch his young Maſter's Horſe ; 
and return with him he did,” to Mr., Harri- 


ſons Court-gate, where they parted, and 
he ſtay'd Kill; and then one Perce coming

and when the Clock ſtruck twelve, role afid 
went towards 'Charringworth, till (a great 
Miſt ariſing) he loft tis way, and ſo lay the 
relt of the Night, under a Hedge; and at 
Break of 'Day on Friday-morning, he went 
to Charringworth, where he enquired for his 
Maſter of one *Edward Plaiſterer, who told 
him he had been with'him the Afternoon be- 
fore, and received twenty three Pounds of 
him ; bat Rayed"nor long with him, He 
then' went to Wilian Curtis of "the. ſane 
Town, who likewiſe told him, heheatd his 
Maſter was at his Hduſe the day before, but:

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Perry being then'as'd/ by the” Juſtice of 
Peace, how he who was afraid to go to Char- 
ringworth'at nine a flock,” became ſo bold as 
roogoithithet at wwelve ? - Anſwered, T hat af 
nine ofthe clock it was dark, but. at twelve, 
the: Moon ſhone. 

[Beirix further ask'd, whP returning twice 
home,/after his Miſtreſs had ſeathim to meet 
his Maſter, :and/ ſtaying till twelve of the 
clocks he went not into the Houſe to know 
whether 'his Maſter. were not come home, 
before''he-went a'third time, at that time 
of Night to bokafter'him? Anfwered, That 
he knew his Maſter was'not come horge, be- 
cauſe:he.ſaw light in his Chamber-window, ' 
whichineveyuſed to be there ſo late, when 
he was at home. 

Yet notwithſtanding this, that Perry had 
faid for his ftaying' forth that Nights it was 
not thonght fit'to diſcharge him, till fur- 
ther Enquiry were made after Mr. Harriſon ; 
and-accordingly he continued .in Cuſtody 
-at Campden,” ſometimes inan Inn there, and 
ſometimes in the common Priſon, from Sa- 
turdhy, . Augnit the 18th, unto the Friday fol- 
lowing ; during whick time, he was/again 
examin'd at Campder by-the aforeſaid Juſtice 
of Peace; ' but confeſſed nothing)more than 
before 5-inor- at that time could any further 
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diſcovery be made what was become of. Mr: 

Harriſon : But it hath been ſaid, That du- 
ring his reſtraint at Campers he told ſome 
(who preſft. bim to confeſs what he knew 
concerning his Maſter, That a Tinker had 
kill'd him; and to othershe ſaid, a Gentle- 
man's Servant of the Neighbourhood had 
robb'd and murder'd him; and to others 
again, he told, That he was. murder'd and 
hid in a Bean- -rick; where ſearch was 4n 
vain made for him. - At length he gave out, 
That were he again carried before the Ju- 
ſtice, he would diſcover that to:-him, he 
would not diſcover to any body-elſe : And 
thereupon, on Friday the 24th of Augait, 
he was agamn brought befcge the Juſtice of 
Peace who firlt examined him, and asking, 


him, Whether: he wonld yet confeſs whar 


was become of his Maſter ? He anſwered, 
He was murdered, but not by bim : The fuſtice 
of Peace telling him, that if he knew him to 
be murder*'d, he knew likewife by whom 
he was 0; he acknowledged he did ; and 
being orged to confeſs what he knew. con- 
ceraing it, he' affirm'd, that it was his 'Mo- 


ther and his Brother that had murdered his | 


Maſter. The Juſtice of Peace then adviſed 


him to conſider what he ſaid, telling him that - 


Le feared he might be guilty of his Maſter's 
Death ; 
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Death ; and that he ſhould not draw more 
innocent Blood upon his Head ; for what 
he rftow charged his Mother and Brother 
with, might coſt them their lives: But he 
affirming. that he ſpoke nothing but the 
Truth ; and that if he were immediately to 
dye, he would juſtifke it ; The Juſtice deſi- 
red him to declare how and when they 
did it. | 

He then told him, that his Mother and - 
his Brother had lain at him ever fince he 
came into his Maſter's Service, to help them 
to Mony, telling him how poor they were; 
and that-it was in his power to relieve them, 
by giving them notice when his Maſter 
went to receive his Lady's Rents, for they 
would then Way-lay and Robb him ; and 


\ further ſaid, That upon the Thur/day-morn- 


ing his Maſter went to Charringworth, he 
going of an Errand into the Town, met his 
Brother in the Street, whom he then told 
whither his Maſter was going ; and that if 
he Way-laid him, he might have his Mony 
And further ſaid, That in the Evening 
when his Miſtreſs ſent him to meet his Ma- 
iter, he met his Brother inthe Street, before 
his Maſter's Gate, going (as he ſaid) to meet 
his Maſter, and ſo they went together to the 
Church-yard , about a ſtone's, throw ow

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Mr: Harriſon's Gate, wherethey parted ;- he 
going, the Foot-way croſs the Church-yard,

-worth, till they came'to a Gate-abont a Bow's 
ſhot from Campden's Church, that goes into a

and "ſo ſtrangled him ; which haying done, 
he took” a bag of Mony out of his Pocket, 
and threw it into his Mother's lap; and then 
he and his Brother carried his Maſter*s dead 
Body into the Garden adjoyning to the Cg- 
nygree, where they conſulted whac to do 
with it, and at length agreed to throw it. 
into the great Sink by Walingrows Mill, be- 
hind the Gaiden ; but ſaid his Mother and

Juſtice of Peace gave order for the appre- 
hending of Joan and Richard Perry, the Mo- 
ther and Brother of John Perry; and for 
ſearching the Sink where Mr. Harriſon's 
Body was ſaid to be thrown ; which was ac- 
cordingly done, but nothing of him could 
be there found ; The Fiſh-pools likewiſe in 
Campden were drawn and ſfearch'd, but no- 
thing could be there found within; ſo that 
ſome were of Opinion the Body might be 
hid in the Ruins of Campden-houſe, burnt in 
the late Wars, and not unfit for ſuch a Con- 
cealment, where likewiſe ſearch was made, 
but all in vain, - * Sa- 


Upon this Confeſſion and Accuſation, the 
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Saturday, Aug. 25th, Joan and Richard Per- 
ry (together with John Perry ) were brought 
before the Juſtice of Peace, who acquaint- 
ing the ſaid Joaz and Richard with what 
Jobn had laid to their Charge ; they denied 
all, with many Imprecations on themſelves, 
if they were in the lealt guilty of any thing 
of which they were accuſed : But Fol, on 
the other ſide, affirmed to their Faces, that 
he had ſpoken nothing but the Truth; and 
that they had murdered his Maſter : Fur- 
ther telling them, That he could never be 
at quiet for them, ſince he came into his 
Maſter's Service, being continually follow'd 
by them, to help them to Mony ; which 
they told him he might do, by giving them 
notice when his Malter went to receive his 
Lady's Rents; and that he meeting his Bro- 
ther Richard in Campden-Town, the Ti bur (- 
day-morning his Maſter went to Charring- 
worth, told him whither he was going, and 
upon what Errand : Richard confeſſed he met 
his Brocher-that Morning, and ſpoke with 
him ; but nothing paſ#dberween ſhemto that 
purpoſe? "And both he and his Mother, rold 
John he\was « Villaia, to accuſe them wrong- 
fully ashe had done. But John on the other 
ſide afhrmed, That he had ſpoken nothing 
but the Truth, and he would juſtifie it to his

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One- remarkable. Circumſtance happened 
in theſe Priſoners return fromthe: Juſtice 
of Peace his Houſe to'Campathiy viz: Richard 
Perry, ( following .a good- diſtance [/behind 
his Brother John) pulling a Clout 'aut of his 
Pocket, dropt a Ball of: Inkle's which ofte 
of bis Guard taking up, he defired him:to 
refiore, ſaying, It was only bis Wife's Hair- 
lace; but the Party opening of it, and find- 
ing a ſlip-knot atthe end, went and ſhew- 
ed it unto. John,,, who was then a good. di- 
ſtance before, and knew nothing 'of the 
dropping and taking np of this Inkle; but 
being ſhewed it, and ask'd , whether he 
knew it; ſhook his Head,rand ſaid,” Yea, to 
his ſorrow, for that was the String his Bro- 
ther {rangled his. Maſter with;- This was 
Sworn ppon the Eyidenceat their Tryal. 
The morrow, being, the Lord's Day, they 
remained at Campadep,; where the Miniſter 
of the place deſigning to ſpeaki to them (if 
poſſible to per ſwade them-tyxRepgntance,and 
a farther Confeſſion) they were:brovghtto 
Church ; and in their, way-thuther;-paſling,by 
Richard's Houſe, two of his GluNirga meet» 
ing him, he took the leſſer in his Afany, ileed- 
ing the other in his hand ; whefl by ſud+ 
den, both their Noſes fell a bleeding, :w hich 


was look'd upon as Ominous. ';; 57: 36 þ 
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7” Here"it! will: be 'no impertinetit -Digreſſi- 
on' to ac&quaine the Reader, 'That the Year 
before 'Mr.” Hriſon had' his Houſe broke 
open between Fleven and «Twelve of the 
Clock at Noon, vpon Campden Market-day, 
whilſt himſelf, and his whole Family were 
at the 'Lefture, a Ladder being fet- up to 
a Window of the ſecond Story, and an 
Iron-bar- wrenct?d thence -with a Plough- 
ſhare,” "which was left in the Room, 'and fe- 
venſcore Pounds in Money carried away, 
the Authors of -which Robbery could never 
be found. 

After this, :and not many- Weeks before 
Mr. Harriſon's abſence, his Servant Perryone 
Evening, in Campden-Gatden, made-'anhi- 
deous Ont-cry4 whereat ſome who heard it, 
met bim running, - and : ſeetningly affright- 
ed, with a Sheep-pick in his hand; to whom 
he told a formal Story, how he had been ſet 
upon by two Men. In white, with nakgd 
Swords, and how he defendedihimfelf with 
his Sheep- -pick ; the handle whereof was cut 
in two'or thtet places, {dl likewiſe a Ke 
in hisPdcket, which he faid-was done wit 
6ne of their $words. 

\Theſe Paſſages the Juſtice of Peace huvdie 
before heard, and calling to mind upon 
Perry s Confcſlion, ask*d him concerning the 
Robk- 
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Robbery, when his Maſter loſt ſevenſcore 
Pounds out of his Houſe at Noon-day, whe- 
ther he knew who did it ? Who anſwered, 
Yes, it was his Brother. And being further 
ask'd, whether he were then with him? He 
ſwered, No, he, was then at Church; but 
that he gave him notice of the Mony, and 
told him in which Room it was, and where 
he might have a Ladder that would reach 
the Window ; and that his Brother , after 
told him he had the Mony, and bad buried 
It in his Garden,and they were at Michaelmas 
next to have divided it. Whereupon fearch 
was made it the Garden, but no Mony could 
be there found. 

And being, further ask*d concerning that 
other Paſſage, of his being aſſaulted in the 
Garden, he confeſt it was alla Fiction; and 
that having a deſign to Rob his Maſter, he 
did it that Rogues might be believed to 
haunt the place, that ſo when his Maſter 
was robb'd, they might be thovght to have 
done it. 9] (9 [5.9 ''1 

At the next' Aﬀizes, which were held in 
September fallowiog,: John, Joan and Richard 
Perry had two Indictments. found againſt 
thew, one for breaking into Witiam Harri- 
for's Houſe, and robbing him of an hundred 
and forty Pound, in the Year 165g. = 
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other, for robbing and murthering the of 
Wilian Harriſon the 16th Day of Auguit, 
1660, Upon the laſt Indictment the then 
Judge of Aſlizes, Sir C. T. refuſed to try 
them, becauſe the Body was not found, But 
they were then try'd upon the other In- 
dittment for Robbery, to which they plead- 
ed, Not Guilty ; but ſome whiſpering be- 
hind them, they ſoon after pleaded Guilty, 
humbly begging-the Benefit of His Majeſty's 
Gracious Pardon, and Act of Oblivion, which 
was granted them. 

But tho? they pleaded Guilty to this In 
ditment, | being thereunto prompted by 
ſome who were unwilling to loſe time, and 
trouble the Court. with tneir Tryal, in re- 
gard the Act of Oblivion pardoned them ; 
yet they all afrerwards, and at their Deaths, 
denied that they were guilty of that Ro- 
bery, or that they knew who did it. 

Yet at this Aſſize, John Perry ſillperſiſt- 
ed in his Story, that his Mother and Bro- 
ther had murdered his Maſter ; and further: 
added, That they had attempted to Poyſon 
him in the Goal, ſo that he durſt not Eat 
nor Drink with them. |
